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Memorial Service Conducted 
On Campus For President 


Lettermen Coming 
To Give Program 
On UTMB Campus 


This morning at 10 o’clock a short memorial service 
honoring the late President John F. enn c dy was held In 
the new gymnasium; 

The service was arranged by members of the Tennessee 
School of Religion who are pastors of local churcnes. 

Throughout the nation 
public Institutions, schools, 
businesses and other concerns 
were closed Monday, as was 
UTMB, as President Johnson 
proclaimed a day of mourn¬ 
ing. Funeral services were 
held in Washington Monday and 
burial was In ArllngtonNatlonal 
Cemetery. 

Friday afternoon after the 
news was received VOLETTE 
staff repo-ters Mary Cutllp and 
Ernie McCall talked with stu¬ 
dents In order to get their 
feelings on the assinatlon of 
the president. Here is a samp¬ 
ling of opinion as It seemed to 
lie on the campus: 

There Is no way to desclrbe 
the profound shock anddlsbellef 
that descended over the UTMB 
campus upon hearing the news 
Friday that the President of the 
United Stated was dead. 

Some classes were inter¬ 
rupted; others were dismissed, 
and students who were not In 
class were clustered around 
radio and television receivers 
awaiting reports on the rumor 
that the President had been shot. 
The bulletin confirming the re¬ 
ports that the President had 
been assassinated was released 
shortly after 1 p.m. 

There were varied reactions 
among students and faculty, but 
the general feeling was one of 
utter horror and complete dis¬ 
may. Coeds with tears In 
their eyes and college men with 
sincere and solemn expressions 
were stunned at the news. 

Someone remarked that the 
actual impact of the tragedy 
did not strike her until she 
saw the flag in front of the Ad¬ 
ministration Building flying at 
half mast. 

Another student pointed out 
that there seemed to be a sym¬ 
bolic connection between the 
foul weather the rain, and the 
disastrous event. 

Still another coed noted the 
irony of the old saying that 
history repeats itself. She said 
that someone on television re¬ 
called that every twenty years 
since Lincoln’s death the presi¬ 
dent in office has not completed 
his term. 

One faculty member com¬ 
mented that he was surprised 
at the way the student body 
responded to the announcement 
of the President’s death. He 
said he did not realize that 
students would grasp the situa¬ 
tion and the full implications 
It holds for our country. 

No matter what the opinions, 
it is the most barbaric single 
event to happen in our genera¬ 
tion to date. As the late Presi¬ 
dent Roosevlet said after the J a- 
panese attacked Pearl Harbor, 
‘•This Is a day that will live 
In Infamy.”

M ld-term grades Indicate 
that UTMB students might do 
well to devote part of their 
Thanksgiving holidays to pre¬ 
paring for final examinations, 
which will begin less than two 
weeks after the vacation period. 

Mid-term grades for this 
quarter ranged about the same 
as last year, according to Dean 
H. B. Smith. 

Dean Smith saldthat 199stu¬ 
dents out of a total of 1469 
had two F’s or more which re¬ 
quired a letter to their parents. 
Last year, he explained, the 
number of students with this re¬ 
cord was 190 out of 1363. 

This means that a little less 
than 14 percent of students both 
last year and this quarter are 
failing at least two subjects, 
stated Dean Smith. 

Of the 199 students falling, 
2 or more subjects this quarter, 
a total of 42 are classified as 
upper classmen and 157 are 
freshman.

Final examination schedule 
for the fall quarter- ls being 
released today by Professor 
Paul Foote, coordinator of 
schedules at The University of 
Tennessee Martin Branch. 

The schedule Is formulated 
by Mr. Foote who then submits 
it to the Committee on Instruc¬ 
tion and the registrar for 
approval. All attempts are 
made to prohibit any student 
from having four exams In one 
day, according to Mr. Foote. 

No exceptions are to be made 
to the examination schedule 
without the approval of theCom- 
mittee on Instruction, Mr. Foote 
said. 

The final exam schedule has 
been condensed so that finals 
will be completed a half-day 
earlier than stated in the cata¬ 
log.

Tomorrow we go home for a four day Thanks¬ 
giving vacation, and as one Volette story pointed 
out, this might be an excellent time to start 
preparing for final examinations. 

Exactly 12 days after we return to classes 
following the Thanksgiving period finals will begin. 
This is not much time, but it will be plenty 
for students who have studied and kept up through¬ 
out the quarter, which is the only way td achieve 
full success. 

For the others who have played or coasted 
along, the time will seem even shorter, and there 
are some who just won’t make it. 

In the Volette article on mid-term grades it 
was stated that 199 students have two or more 
failing grades at mid-term, and of these 157 are 
freshmen; only 42 are upperclassmen. 

This is not too difficult to realize when you 
hear freshman more worried about what to wear 
to a certain party than they are about a test 
the next day. 

For this year’s freshman class, like it has 
been for all the others, college is a new exper¬ 
ience which requires some getting used to. 

It is true that failing or extremely low grades 
are not confined to freshmen, but this indicates that 
by the time we get to be juniors or seniors we 
have more or less learned the size and shape 
of the thing 

Colleges and universities across the nation 
are raising their standards, tightening entrance 
requirements and moving faster, covering more, 
and harder material as is being done here at 
UTMB. We believe that they are justified in 
doing so. College is not a place dedicated 
strictly to social activities, although this is an 
important phase. 


Students Learn From Model United 
Nations Sessions Held In Capital

Imperialism in Africa, ad¬ 
mission of representatives of 
Red China to the United Na¬ 
tions, and unification of Berlin 
were the issues discussed in 
the Model United Nations, No¬ 
vember 15-17. 

The Model United Nations 
which is sponsored by the Meth¬ 
odist Student Movement is held 
each year in Nashville for the 
purpose of acquainting students 
with procedures of the actual 
U. N. 

Eileen Mitchell, Duck Mor- 
son, Ira Orr, and Evelyn White 
were UTMB students attending 
the recent event at Peabody 
CoUege. Each student was 
assigned a country whose view 
points he must represent in 
meetings of the General 
Assembly. Thirty-two dele¬ 
gates attended with twenty-one 
"countries” being represent¬ 
ed. 

The group sat through com¬ 
mittee and general assembly 
meetings Just as the actual UN. 

In time the group managed 
to pass two resolutions, the 
first of which was to unify Ber¬ 
lin. 

The second resolution was of 
most unuaual character. A 
member of the delegation called 
for a fourth general session in 
order that he might bring up 


a fourth resolution. There was 
much filibustering on the issue 
pertaining to payment of delin¬ 
quent dues to UN. With only 
one minute left in the meeting 
there was a call for vote. 
.Albania voted con; Algeria and 
Australia pro and time was 
called. However, in order for 
the resolution of curtailing a 
voting and veto power of coun¬ 
tries delinquent in dues the 
pass there must be a two- 
thirds majority of the votes 
cast. Therefore, with a count 
of two to one the resolution was 
passed! 

UTMB students attending 
this session were quite enthused 
with the information they at¬ 
tained. All declared that they 
profited by the trip and hoped 
to attend again. 

They announced that there 
was entertainment a-plenty be¬ 
tween the UN sessions. A 
hootenanny sponsored by the 
Wesley Foundation seems to 
have been the highpoint of re¬ 
creation. 

Jim White and Rev. Bill Nace 
were in another type program 
at the time of the UN assembly. 
These two leaders of the UTMB 
Wesley Foundation took part 
in a planning session for other 
activities of the Methodist Stu¬ 
dent Movement.

President's Death Reminds Us 
Rules For Flag Use Are Many

As flags all across the 
United State of America fly 
at half staff in respect and hon¬ 
or for the late President John 
F. Kennedy, it seems approp¬ 
riate to Investigate the history 
of the American flag and some 
of the customs and traditions 
concerning its usage. 

Practically from the begin¬ 
ning of time, various peoples 
have used symbols to express 
hope, ideals and love at their 
nations. The American flag 
represents the Ideals and tra¬ 
ditions of our people, their pro¬ 
gress in art and science, com¬ 
merce and agriculture. It 
symbolizes the sacrifices made 
by men and women for the 
future of America. 

When the first explorers and 
settlers came to the new world 
from Europe, they brought with 
them the flags of thei” native 
lands. Then when the Thirteen 
Colonies came under the control 
of England, they all displayed 
the English flag, known as the 
Queen Ann Flag. 

As their troubles with Eng¬ 
land Increased, theColonlesfelt 
that they needed a flag of their 
own. Two years after the 
Boston Tea Party, Benjamin 
Franklin was made chairman 
of the committee that designed 
a flag of thirteen red and white 
stripes, with a union composed 
of the crosses of St. George 
and St. Andrew-still English 
because of that emblem. This 
flag was unfurled over Wash¬ 
ington’s headquarters in Boston 
on Junuary 2, 1776. It was 
called the Grand Union flag. 

The Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence on July 4, 1776, put an 
end to the Grand Union flag 
because the Colonies wanted a 
new flag of their own. General 
Washington had been in Phil¬ 
adelphia in May of that year. 
According to the tradition he 
went to Betsy Ross, and she 
suggested five-pointed stars as 
part of the design. In the pre¬ 
sence of Robert Morris and 
George Ross, General Washing¬ 
ton actually pencilled the de¬ 
sign of thirteen stars and thir¬ 
teen stripes, from which she 
made Old Glory. 

On June 14, 1777, Congress 
passed the following resolution: 
"Resolved that The Flag of the 
thirteen United States be 
thirteen stripes, alternate red 
and white; that the Union be 
thirteen stars, white on a blue 
field, representing a new con¬ 
stellation.” 

Thus Flag Day is observed 
on June 14th, to commemorate 
the birth of the Flag of the Unit¬ 
ed States of America. 

Two more states joined the 
Union in 1795, and two new 
stripes and two new stars were 
added to the flag; the stars were 
arranged in rows instead of a 
circle. 

It was this fifteen-striped 
flag which flew over Fort Mc¬ 
Henry, near Baltimore during 
the War of 1812. Francis Scott 
Key, an American, was a pri¬ 
soner on a British warship in 
the harbor. During the night 
of heavy bombardment he feared 
the American fort had fallen, 
but by the dawn’s early light 
on September 14, 1814, he saw 


the broad stripes and bright 
stars still floating in the air 
over Fort McHenry, and he 
wrote the words of our Nation¬ 
al Anthem, "The Star Spangled 
Banner.” 

By the time five more states 
had been admitted to the Union, 
it was clear that The Flag 
would become awkward in shape 
and lose its beauty if more 
stripes were added. Therefore, 
in 1818, Congress passed a law 
restoring the 13 stripes, re¬ 
presenting the 13 original col¬ 
onies, and a Union of stars, 
one for each state. This is 
our flag today. 

The Pledge of Allegiance to 
the Flag was authorized by Con¬ 
gress in June, 1942. The pledge 
shall be rendered by standing at 
attention with the right hand 
over the heart. Persons in 
uniform should render the mil¬ 
itary salute. 

When the National Anthem is 
played indoors officers and en¬ 
listed men should stand at at¬ 
tention and face the music or 
the flag if one is present. They 
do not salute unless under arms. 
Civilians stand at attention and 
face the music. 

It is the universal custom to 
display the flag only from sun¬ 
rise to sunset on buildings and 
on stationary flagstaffs in the 
open, but it should not be dis¬ 
played on days when the weather 
is Inclement. 

The flag may be displayed at 
night upon special occasions 
when it is desired to produce 
a patriotic effect. 

The flag should always be 
hoisted briskly and lowered 
slowly. 

The flag should be displayed 
on all days that the weather 
permits but especially on 
national and state holidays and 
other days that may be pro¬ 
claimed by the President of 
the United States. On Mem¬ 
orial Day, the flag should be 
half-staffed until noon. 

The flag should be displayed 
on or near the main building 
of every public institution, dur¬ 
ing school days in or near 
every polling place on election 
days. 

Never in any way should any 
disrespect be shown the Flag 
of the United States of America. 

The flag should never be 
dipped to any person or thing. 

The flag should never be 
displayed with the union down 
except as a signal of dire dis¬ 
tress. 

The flag should never touch 
anything beneath lt-ground, 
floor, water or merchandise. 

It should never be carried 
horizontally, but always aloft 
and free. 

Never use the flag as dra¬ 
pery, festooned, drawn back, 
nor up in folds, but always al¬ 
lowed to fall free. For drap¬ 
ing platforms and decoration in 
general, use blue, white, and 
red bunting. Always arrange 
it with the blue above, the 
white in the middle, and the red 
below. 

When the flag is in such 
condition that It is no longer a 
fitting emblem for display, it 
should be destroyed in a dig¬ 
nified way, preferably by burn¬ 
ing, privately.

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UTMB's Vols closed out 
their 1963 season Saturday 
night at Clarksville (ailing 20-6 
to a fiery squad of Austin Peay 
Governors. 

APSC scored In the first, 
third, and fourth quarters to de¬ 
feat the Vols for the first time 
In five modern meetings and to 
break a 21-game losing streak 
which had haunted them for two 
years. Scott Boehrlnger ac¬ 
counted for the Vols' lone 
touchdown taking a 20 yard pass 
from freshman quarterback Dan 
Bunn In the final frame. 

In the first quarter, Austin 
Peay began a 42 yard drive 
downfleld where Tim Chllcutt, 
scampering around left end, 
took the Govs’ first score from 
20 yards out. End Pete Bush 
split the goal posts for the point 
after. 

After see-sawlng back and 
forth In the second quarter, 


scoring got under way for the 
Govs again In the third 

UTMB scored first In the 
final period of play. Driving 
48 yards In six plays, the Vols 
halted on the 20. Dan Bunn, 
who has played a lot of ball at 
the quarterback spot, tossed to 
junior end Boehrlnger for 
Scott’s fourth touchdown of the 
season. Bill Burnette was stop¬ 
ped just Inches from two extra 
points. 

Chllcutt again scored for the 
Governors after the Vols had 
entered the end zone. He blasted 
through center for 30 yards fin¬ 
ishing a 63 yard drive. Bush 
fumbled the extra point attempt. 

The loss dropped UTMB Into 
a 5-5 record which however 
has gained them recognition In 
relation to all expectations due 
to the number of freshmen and 
sophomores on the squad.

With onegame remaining to be 
played, a total of 124 women 
have participated thus far. This 
compares to a total of 135 up- 
perclass women who parti¬ 
cipated in Tournament “A”. 
The championship game Is 
scheduled to be played this week 
and we salute Betty Webb’s yel¬ 
low team and Terry Culva- 
house’s orange team for being 
the two semi-finalists. 

Round III of table tennis has 
been completed and Round IV is 
underway. We are keeping 
watch on this tournament as 
last year’s champ, Sarah Smith, 
is still in the tournament, and 
freshman Molly Jenkins has de¬ 
feated Peggy Smith, last year’s 
runner-up. This Is evidence 
that the freshmen women will 
give stiff competition to their 
opponents throughout this tour¬ 
nament. 


Gene Brodle, senior fullback 
from Salley, South Carolina, 
finished his career at UTMB 
by leading the team In rushing 
and punting. Averaging 5.03 
yards per carry, the 201 
pounder chalked up 398 yards 
in 79 rushes. He punted 65 
times for an average of 33.2 
out of 2172 total yards. Bro¬ 
dle also was tied for scoring 
honors with four crosses and 
24 points. 

Another senior, Billy Wat¬ 
son from Johnston, South Caro¬ 
lina, led In the passing depart¬ 
ment. The 165 pound quarter¬ 
back attempted 98 ariels and 
completed 47 for a total of 761 
yards and 10 touchdown passes. 
In total offense, Watson was 
credited with 654 yards. 

Scott Boehrlnger, 203 pound 
junior from Troy, Ohio, hauled 
in 17 passes for 332 yards and 
four touchdowns to lead in the 
pass receiving section. Howard 
Finley, a sophomore halfback 
came up with 13 catches ant 
161 yards along with two touch¬ 
downs. The 155 pound Dyers- 
burg star was also second in 
rushing totaling 300 yards in 69 
rushes, and received 11 punts 
and 11 kick-offs whose return 
yardage totaled 359. 

Dan Bunn passed 13 times 
for 5 completions and 9G yards 
but also gained 55 yards rush¬ 
ing during the latter half of the 
season. The freshman quarter¬ 
back also intercepted 4 passes 
from defensive halfback. 

Tom Vickers, 202 pound 
guard, tooted 16 kick-offs fora 
43.7 average from 300 total 
yards. Chuck Lewis, a 185- 
pound halfback, kicked 18 
for 622 yards and a 34.5 
average. 

Other rushing stand-outs 
were Jerry Gage with 113 
yards In 39 carries, Tom Pick¬ 
ens with 185 yards in 42 takes,, 
Bill Burnette picking up 174 
In 58 rushes, Ronnie Stone 
carrying for 118 yards In 31 
times, and Dan Bunn with 55 
In 20 takes. 


Pass-receiving stand-outs 
also included Gene Brodle with 
6 for 94 yards, Wes Elrod with 
4 for 59 yards, and Jim Ham¬ 
mond taking 5 for 50 yards. 

In scoring Boehrlnger had 
24 points, Brodie 24, Watson- 
6, Flnley-24, Gage-4, Pickens- 
6, Roberts-6, Burnette-20. 
Bunn-6, Elrod-12, andHolbrook 
had 3. The Vols also had a 
safety giving them a total of 
136 points. Their opponents 
totaled 117.
